MOONLIGHT DISTILLERS. 


Five Prisoners Taken From the U. 8. 
Marsbal—Narrow Escape From As- 
sassination. 

Last week, Deputy U. S. Marshal D. & 
Jackson was sent on a mission to Batier 
county, in this State, to arrrst several parties 
for licit distilling. Arriving at Morgantown, 
the county seat of Butler county, Mr. Jack- 
son hired a conveyance and proceeded about 
four miles beyond that town, where he arrest- 
ed Dan. Kitehen, Tom Kitchen, Milton Hill, 
Jake Baker and Heury Barnes, After the ar- 
reste were made, Marshal Jackson left the 
prisoners at Hill's house under guard and 
proceeded further te arrest a man named 
Spencer, but, not finding Spencer at 
home, he went to the still-house 
where the illicit distilling ned been going on, 
and emptied ali the tubs. On his retarn 
he fortunately took a different read to that 
he went,‘ and when he arrived at Hill's bouse 
he found that all the prisoners bad been res- 
cued by the citizens in the neighborhood, and 
that citizens and prisoners were at a bridge 
which they expected Jackion would cross of 
his return secreted, with the intention of 
shooting him. Upon hearing this news Mar- 
shal Jackson gave up the chase for the time 
being, but will leave the city in « few days 
with enough force to prevent a rescue. The 
last information the Marshal had of the still 
it was ruoning guarded by tweoty 
armed mer.

of Scriptural and legendary narratives and fa- 
miliar conversation on the seme national 
event ard the c banting of pea.ms.
